tions to protect the credulous and unwary. 
"A blue-sky law confined to the situation indicat­ 
ed, resting squarely on Hie public viewpoint and nec­ 
essity it creates, will, we believe, be constitutional 
and effective. It is not impossible to draw such a 
law. We cannot automatically prevent fraud in such 
ordinary transactions as the borrowing of money or 
selling of stocks and bonds, but we can prevent the 
business of fraud whose earmarks are not unknown 
nor definable. ‘Publicity kills fraud,’ so we have a 
very active publicity committee. 
“The State officials should have tile right not only 
to prosecute for fraud, or attempted fraud, but to ob­ 
tain and publish any facts which he deemed of 
value, and to require the company to distribute his 
statement to all its prospective customers. The Kan­ 
sas law also prohibits the sale of my security which 
‘does not promise a fair return.’ it is the security 
which promises more than a ‘fair return' which de­ 
mands the attention of the effective blue-sky law. It 
is the business of promoting and offering securities 
promising many times a reasonably fair return on 
the purchase price which requires tile fullest investi­ 
gation and restriction for the prevention of fraud. 
Tills law should be directed not to the approval or 
disapproval of tile security, nor to giving the State's 
sanction to possibly honest but risky speculation, 
but to preventing the fraud which nine times out 
of tea is tile whole purpose of the enterprise.”

The apricot season has reached its 
height, the yield being excellent. The 
fruit is not, unusually large, but the 
trees are heavily laden. The largest 
single orchard is that of the San Joa­ 
quin Fruit Company, which has eighty 
acres. 
The tracts vary in size but 
they are mostly small. 
It is common 
to find an acre or two on a ranch. 
The San Joaquin Ranch looks like 
a new town, says the Tustin News. 
All available local pickers have been 
employed. 
It was necessary to get in 
whole families from Los Angeles to 
handle the crop. 
Close to HJO families 
are reported as engaged in the har­ 
vest. 
Apricot harvesting is a family af­ 
fair. It takes the men to get out and 
pick the fruit. The women and girls 
pit the cots and get the fruit ready 
for drying. 
Nearly all the fruit is dried. A very 
small amount is sold as it comes from 
the trees. 
The drying is done in the 
sun. 
The trays are arranged over a 
wide enough 
field to provide for all 
the fruit as 
fast as it is 
prepared. 
It takes three days for the drying 
when Old Sol gets down to 
business. 
But when he is inclineu to 
loaf and 
hide under a fog veil it takes longer. 
The average price seems to be fixed 
for the season at about nine cents.
